under.a-Guard of 200 Horfe, commanded by Baron 
Marini, with the lofs,ef a Corporal of Dragoons. 
Lieutenant Collonel Baste is ftill abroad, and has 
fenvadvicethat the Body of the Enemy who were. 
detach'd. to, forrage into.the. Modenefe are revurn’d 
into their Camp. Major, -St.. Amour. is! come back’ 
with his Party of ..200 Horfe, the 1000 French Foot 
who were. to, have convoy’d the ‘Corm out, of the 
Veronefe into Mantua, being forc’d .to leave ir be= 


hind them, . Lieutenant: Collonel Kirckbaum.advifes 


that he is entred into Mirandola with his 200 Horfe, 
and that he is in-no apprchenfion, of being attack’ 
by the Enemy. In the Night we had. an.-Exprefs 
from him, that 4 Regiments,of. Foot and. 5 of Horfe 
of the Enemy were arriv’d at Carpiin the Modenefe;

Prifoners and fome Cattle. The Enemy’s Bridge at 
Guaftalla is finith’d ; they are throwing up a Line 
from the Po to that -Place, and ‘tis faid. they, will 
quickly begin to move... Today we faw them car- 
rying over fome of their Gannon to the other fide of 
the Po.

The Germans are come, and began ro alarm the City, 
was wounded in the Hand; but no other Perfon 
receiv'd any Mifchief. bape paid 2 Piftoles for a 

air of Piftols which one of their Troopers took 
om a Citizen, and fo went away without rifling 
any body or offering to pluuder. We were afraid 
they would blow up ourMagazine of Powder, which 
is within 2 miles of this Place without any Guard, 
but we have not heard the Blow. We believe they 
are gone to the Adda to go up ir towards the Bref- 
cian, and fo to return to their Camp by a way that 
is further about than that they came. ~ They lay to 
night at the Chartreufe, and have carried off the 
Prior, as a Hoftage for 20000 Crowns, which they 
demand of that Houfe. 200 Grenadiers are drawn 
out and fent to cover the Magazine of Powder, if 
it be not too late. The Germans march with a 
great Noife of Drums and Trumpets, to make it 
thought that there is a great number of them, We 
have fent to give notice of them to every Place 
where there are any Soldiers, that if poffible they 
may be cur off in their Retreat. The Marquefs de 
Balbaces is gone t6 look after them towards Marig- 


nan. 

They write from Mantua that General Zurlau- 
ben continues very fick in that City ; and that Count 
Teffe is expected there with 5000 Foot and 1000 
Horfe. 


From the Leiden Gazette, Dated Octob. 12. and 
the Paris Gazette ala main, Dated Octob. 9. 
They write from the Confederate Army at Lu- 


' zara of the 28th wit. that the King of Spain would 


fer out on the 2d Inft. for Milan, and go from thence 
to embark at Final. The two Armies cannonade 
each other more furioufly than ever. There are 6or 
goo Pioneers order’d out of the Milanefe to make 
Lines from Guaftalla ro Modena, which are to take 
in Berfello and cut off all Communication from the 
Imperialifts with that Garrifon. The Enemy have 
undermin’d Borgoforce with intent to blow it up 
when they go into Winter Quarters. Both Armies 
wait only which fhall decamp firft, which one of 
them muft do fhortly, for the Horfe on both fides 
are in gprest want of Forrage, which grows fcarcer 
every day.
